St. Petersburg, June 2.—A meeting 
between Emperor William and Empe- 
ror Nicholas has ben arranged and 
will take place in the waters of the 
Finnish gulf. The exact date of the 
meeténg will be decided upon iater, 
but it probably will be June 17. 

The German é¢mperor wil! arrive on 
the imperial yacht Hohenzollern, while 
Emperor Nicholas will be aboard the 
Standart, accompanied by M. Iswolski, 
the foreign minister, and Admiral Voo- 
vodsky, the minister of marine. 

The news of the proposed interview 
between the sovereigns, coming 80 
soon after the settlement of the Bal- 
kan crisis, has aroused eager specu- 
lation among the diplomats at St. Pe- 
tersburg. It was supposed in some 
quarters that German mediation, which 
had ended the crisis, had left a herit- 
age of bitterness which would estrange 
the two monarchs, and lead Russia 
to identify herself more closely with 
Great Britain’s continental policy. 

The meeting, which, according to 
some reports, has been arranged on 
the initiative of Emperor Nicholas, !s 
taken*to mean that Russia prefers an 
amicable arrangement with Germany 
to the doubtful issue of an antagonis- 
tic policy. If Emperor William also 
meets President Fallieres, as it iT] 
reported from Berlin he will do, the 
European situation may be regarded 


j}as entering.upon a decidedly peaceful 


phase. 

After meeting the German emperor, 
the Russian ruler will go to Stock- 
holm, probably on June 26. Then he 
will return to Peterhof, and during 
the early days of July will receive 
King Frederick, of Denmark, there. 
His majesty afterwards will proceed 
to Poltava, to be present July 7 and 
8 at the celebration of the two hun- 
dredth anniversary of the Battle of 
Poltava. The emperor will then de-

BANDITS ARE HELD 
FOR ROBBING TRAIN 


Small Boys Were Wit- 


Revolvers and Masks Used by 
Bandits Who Held Up Over- 
land Limited Found in Oma- 


ha by Six Schoolboys. 


Omaha, Neb., June 2.-—G. W. Woods, 
Fred Torgensen and James Gordon, 
were today bound over to the grand 
jury and held under $25,000 bond each, 
to answer the charge of holding up and 
robbing the Overland Limited mail

San Francisco, June 2.—A dozen 
witnesses, who contributed disconnect- 
ed portions of testimony, told their 
stories today before the jury in the 
case of Patrick Calhoun, president of 
the United Railroads, charged with 
bribery. Virtually all the testimony 
was corroborative or contradictory of 


previous evidence and it was appar- 
ent that the case of the prosecution, 
which was opened on April 15, is grow- 
ing to a close. 

John H. Helms, formerly employed 
by the defense as a detective, identi- 
fied a number of documents previously 
introduced in evidence as reports 
stolen from the office of W.- J. Burns.

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So the Brewers Say in 
Convention Assembled. 


Brewers Allege That Gross 
Exaggeration Is Indulged in 
by the Anti-Saloon League. 
More Beer Is Sold Than 
Ever. 


Atlantic City, N. J., June 2.—Declar- 
ing that “the professional advocates of 
the Anti-Saloon League have overshot 
the mark, and that their statements 
are grossly exaggerated where they 
are not “purposely misleading,” the 
board of trustees of the United States 
Brewers’ Association, which opened 
its forty-ninth annual convention at 
the Hotel Shelbourne here today, went 
on record with the additional dec- 
laration that the so-called “prohi- 
bition wave” has reached its height, 
and that “reaction is already begin- 
ning to set in.” 

These statements were contained in 
the annual report of the trustees, 
which was placed before the conven- 
tion @iong with the reports of a num- 
ber of committees. 

Politics Alleged. 

“The political character of the agi- 
tation in some states,” the report 
says, “has become apparent, and there 
is a @isposition on the part of the 
more thoughtful and responsible jour- 
nals to discuss the drink question in 
a sane and. conservative manner. The 
real leaders of the best theught of the 
country are coming to realize that 
there is a safe middle ground upon 
which all reasonable people can stand, 


gradually is establishing itself in the 
confidence of such people, and that be- 
fore long it can count upon their open 
support.” 

The report goes extensively into the 
local option agitation, reviewing the 
work done by the several committees 
of the association in meeting the pro- 
hibition sentiment. The best condi- 
tions, the report says, are to be found 
in states where legislation has been 
wise and fair, and calls attention to 
the Pennsylvania liquor law as one of 
the best in the country. 

Touching upon national legislation, 
the report stated that it is to be re- 
gretted that at each recurring session 
of congress there is an increase in the 
number of members who seek to de- 
stroy the liquor business by § federal 
legislation.

“Any effort on the part of the brew- 
ers toward better cunditions is ren.- 
uered difficult in New York, and that, 
I think, is true in general in the coun- 
try at large, by the hodge-podge of 
our liquor laws. In general, I am in- 
clined to believe that the best method 
of dealing with the liquot problem 
is a system of licensing and that the 
licenses should be high licenses, in 
order .to secure a better control of 
the business. But that system can 
readily be abused. In New York citv 
you have one of the best examniles of 
the abuse of high license, its use as a 
means of extorting money from the 
traffic, without rendering any return 
in the way of police supervision.”

There being no business 
session of the convention until to- 
morrow afternoon, the election of of- 
ficers is not looked for unti] late to- 
morrow night. 

The first sign of the extent of the 
sharpness with which political and 
factional lines of the convention are 
drawn, developed during the reading 
of the proposed second constitutional 
amendment. The purpose of this 
amendment was to relieve the agsso- 
ciation from liability in cases of ac- 
cidents to insured members, “resulting 
from dizziness, attacks of fainting or 
unconsciousness, nightmare or som- 
nambulism.”’ 

A roll call of states resulted in a 
vote of 242 to 182 against the adop- 
tion of the amendment. 

The proposed amendment to article 
10, section 1, of the constitution re- 
quiring that in all cases of alleged 
death by drowning, the body of the 
member be produced, unless’. there 
were one or more eye-witnesses to the 
drowning, was finally tabled by the 
unanimous vote of the convention. 

Candidates for Secretary. 

Messrs. La Beaume and Logan are 
the only candidates for the office of 
secretary and treasurer, and this fact 
has produced “strained relations” be- 
tween Indtana and Missouri. The 
former state has sixty-three delegates 
present and voting, while Missouri 
shows up with sixty-four.

Beaume or Logan factions.
